SIMS MUST EXPLAIN

Statement at London Banquet 


Offends Germany. 


W ashington, Inc. 29.—Commander 
William S. Sims, 
commanding 
the 
United States battleship Minnesota, of 
the Atlantic fleet, may be called upon 
officially to explain a rem ark he made 
in London on Dec. 3. on the occasion 
of a dinner which was given by the 
london authorities to the officers of 
the visiting fleet. 
Commander Sims was quoted at the 
time as saying that it was his per 
sonai opinion that in the event of war 
between G reat Britain and a European 
enemy the English people “could count 
upon every man, every dollar and ev­ 
ery drop of blood of their kindred 
across the sea.” 
W hile such a sentim ent would ordi 
carity attract but little attention, it 
stirred up enough fuss to attract the 
official attention of the secretary ot 
the navy, for the German newspapers, 
already piqued because the American 
fleet's cruise did not include German 
ports, took up Commander S im s re­ 
mark as the basis for more unfriendly 
criticism. 
It is understood that Commander 
Sims has practically admitted the a< 
curacy of his reported statem ent, and 
that President "raft now has the m at 
ter under consideration. 
Any disci 
plinary action which 
may be taken 
will prob ate be in the nature of an 
official reprimand, it is said, as the 
officers of the navy departm ent do not 
consider the offense of sufficient im 
portauce to warrant a court martial.

Shut Off Steam and Brought Train to 


a Stop Before He Collapeed— Died 


In Baggage Car. 


Lancaster. Pa.. Dec. 29.—W ith the 
last ounce of strength left to him, 
Henry C. Beck, driver of the P itts­ 
burg express over the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
shut 
off 
his 
engine 
and 
brought it to a stop at W itm er sta­ 
tion near this city. 
As the air clamped the brakes fast 
to the flying wheels, and brought them 
to a iiaIt, Beck sank into unconscious­ 
ness beside his throttle. A few m inutes 
later he died in the baggage car as the 
ti ain, in charge of his fireman, was 
rushing to Lancaster in a futile race 
for aid. 
When Beck left 
Philadelphia he 
seemed in robust health. 
If he felt 
any twinge of the fatal Illness that 
seized him while the train was in full 
career later he gave no sign of IL 
As W itmer station, five miles east 
of Lancaster, was approaching. Beck 
was taken with the attack. He felt it 
come on him, realized that he was 
about to he overcome, and then work­ 
ed with desperation to stop his train 
before it should spin on with a nerve­ 
less hand at the throttle. He shut off 
steam and applied the air, and the 
string of cars came to a sudden, Jarr­ 
ing halt in W itm er station. 


Find Engineer Unconscious. 
W itm er is not a point of call for 
the Pittsburg express, and the fire­ 
man, conductor and the rest of the 
train crew hurried to the enginem an* 
cab to ask questions. His unconscious 
form 
beside the 
throttle answered 
them before they were asked. 
The 
com pleteness of the collapse in which 
they found him and the sudden stop 
of the train told plainly enough of 
how grimly the stricken engineman 
had fought off the darkness that was 
engulfing him until he could make his 
train and passengers safe. 
Tee train crew < arried Beek to tile 
baggage ear, where he was laid out 
on a pile of hastily-doffed coats. 
Dr. 
Samuel Dixon, state health commis­ 
sioner, was aboard the train, and he 
responded quickly to the call for a 
physic tan that went through the pas­ 
senger cars. He diagnosed Beck’s at­ 
tack as heart disease as soon as he 
had made an examination. 
With the fireman at the throttle the 
train was speeded on to I^ancaster in 
the hope of obtaining treatm ent for 
tile engineman in time to save his life, 
tint the dash was useless. Beck died 
without regaining consciousness 
be­ 
fur the live miles between W itmer and 
Lancaster were half traveled. 
The body was taken off at Lancas­ 
ter, and the express went on with an­ 
other engineman in charge. 
Bec k's 
home is in Philadelphia.

Shortly before the war between the 
United States and Mexico Captain Ju ­ 
lian W atriss of the United States army 
met at New Orleans and married Con- 
* la Herrera, a young Mexican widow 
who owned a largo hacienda in tho 
latter country.

breaking out of the war went home 
to do what she could to serve hor 
country.

them were taken from time to time, 
every one of whom was executed.

leet**d by lot for execution. 
Not long after this order the rangers 
made a night attack on an outpost of 
the American army and captured a 
«-aptai i, a lieutenant aud thirty men. 
The s nora was not present on this oe- 
ci'sion. having intrusted the attack to 
a Junior officer. 
The first she knew of 
th** capture wa* the announcement to 
her while in lier tent that five men *e- 
lcctc*I to tie shot were outside, the of­ 
ficer in charge of them awaiting a spe­ 
cial order to shoot them. 
The lady 
throw back her tent flap for a look at 
the doomed men. 
Among them wa* her husband! 
What to do she did not know. 
To 
claim immunity for the man she loved 
would Im* to destroy her Influence with 
her troops.

“Belton*, our general, understanding 
that a captain and four privates lie 
longing to his army are to be shot this 
morning, has scut rn** to say that if 
this is done he would make it his busi­ 
ness to capture this command aud 
hang every memb**r of it, including 
yourself. 
If. however, these prisoners* 
are surrendered to him a ranson of 
$1,000 for each private and $.",000 for 
the officer will be distributed to your 
command.” 
Senora Watriss called her men to 
gether and statal the pro|»oeitlon. The 
threat at first produced a contrary 
effiM-t from what was intended, hut 
when the ransom was considered with 
It a change of opinion was effected 
Senora W atriss watched for an opjior 
tune moment when to put the qui** 
Hon to vote. 
It was almost miaul 
mously decided to accept the rausom. 
A Mexican "tfl< cr arui ten men were 
sent hack with the ting of truce and 
all the prisoners, but It required sev­ 
eral days to secure the ransom, during 
which all overt acts were sus|»en<led 
Finally It arrived und was paid over. 
the prisoners were delivered to their 
commander, and the Mexicans return 
cd to camp. 
Not a man in the command knew 
that the senora bud ransomed tho pris­ 
oners 
A few days later the woman com­ 
mander gave up th** command of the 
troops and went to the City of Mexico, 
where after the capture of the capital 
she met her husband.
